Tho-result of tho oxuniinaton 


showed 
that this portion contained 1,- 


516 grammes, or 2.34 grains of metallic 
arsenic, 


This is equivalent lo 2.1.M grainb in 


tho whole of tho wrapper, a quantity 
sufficient to destroy life in an adult per- 
son, 
Children in all purla of tho coun- 


try aro allowed tu purchase the luzungct 
covered with this poisonous paper, and 
tho rolls are often put into tho hands of 
infants as a plaything, 
As everything 


goes into tho mouth of young children, 
it is is easy to seo that no moro danger- 
ous substunoo can pass into a 
family 


than those packages of confectionery. It 
is quite probable that instances of poi&- 
oning have occurred 
from this cause, 


which have boon of a serious or fatal 
character. 
There should bo laws pro- 


hibiting tho use of poisonous paper for 
any purpose.—Journal of Olicmistri/,
